“Ch’ ing: Ming” festival (Pure 
Brightness) this year falls on 
Easter Monday, when the Chinese 
will worship their ancestors’ 
tombs. , : 

Europeans will have already 
noticed the. approach of .the 
festival by the applications from 
their staffs-.and servants’ for 
leave to return to their’ native 
villages, should such be anywhere 
close at hand. 

There will be larre’ numbers 
‘ whe will pay their respects to de- 
parted ancestors. Most of -the 

hinese cemeteries are in “the 
neighbourhood of Pokfulam and 
Aberdeen and it has been stated 
thai, extra buses will be put or to 
cope with the increased traffic, 

The day will be observed as a 
partial holiday by Chinesé: in 
Ifongkong, without any special 

* celebrations,» ° . 

‘In most cases, the worshipping 
consists of the usual burnt offer. 
ings, and meditation. 

Chiing Ming, as one of the 
greater Chinese festivals, is the 
fifth of the twenty-four. solar 
periods into which the year is 
divided. It is sometimes named 

"the Festival of Tombs, for special 
thought is given’ to the dead, 
while graves'are put in good 

‘order. It was anciently the day 
“for the re-kindling of fires, which 
had been extinguished three ‘days 
before, It is also..a time for 

‘picnics and excursions into the 
country, and houses are decorated 
with foliage. Various things con- 
netted with this festival remind 
the Western student of the Chris- 
tian Easter, 

Han Shih (meaning “cold 
food") ig a Chinese festival held 
immediately before Ch’ing Ming.

BROPOSED NEW HONGKONG © 
: ORDINANCE. 


OLD LAW DEFECTIVE, 


It*is proposed to introduce into 
the Legislative Council, shortly, a 
Bill: intituled an Ordinance to 
amend the law relating to the Post 
‘Office. ; 

, Under “Objects and: Ressons,” 
ie draft says, inter alia:—~ 
- It has long been recognised 
al the Post Office Ordinance, 
1900, is in certain respects defeo- 
tive und out of date. This bill is 
an attempt to remody the defects 
and omissions of the present law 
and to bring it up to date. The 
table of correspondence which pre- 
‘cedes the Objects and Reasons 
should be consulted for cases in 
which this bill omits provisions of 
the Post Office Ordinance, 1900. 
Interpretation Clause. 

2. The interpretation clause in 
the bill is much fuller, than the 
corresponding clause in Ordinance 
No. 6 of 1900. Parts of it are 
based on provisions of the Post 
Office Act, 1908, 8 Edw. 7, ¢. 48. 

6. The term “letter” is defined 
somewhat widely, but a wide 
definition scema necessary in order 
to ensure the exclusive privilege of 
the Postmaster General. The term 
was defined still more widely in- the 
Post Office Amendment Ordinance, 
1915, Ordinance’ No. 17-0f 1916, but 

- possibly the definition there was too 
wide. There was no definition of 
the term in the Post Office, Or- 
dinancy, 1900. That Ordinance did 
contain a definition of the term 
“correspondence,” but it, was so 
worded that it was useless for the 

_: purpose of expressing the exclusive 
privilege of the Postmaster General, 

‘as correspondence was made’ to 
mean only articles which kad been 
posted. The clause in the bill 
which deals with the exclusive pri- 
viloge of the Postmaster General ig 
clause 6. 

7. The , definition .of the term 
“person” follows a form which has 
been used in several recent Ordin- 
ances. The effect of the novelty 
jn this definition is that it makes 
a ‘prosecution ee against 9 
firm. 

9. The term. “postal article” iy 
taken from the Straits Ordinance. 
Tt means everything which is trans. 
missible by post. It ix distinguish- 
ed from the term “ postal packet,” 
which means an. article which iy 
actually being transmitted by post. 

17. Clause 11° gives’-the Post- 
master General dixeretion to-return 
to the sender any postal packet 
which hag been posted by mistake 
or which has been posted with 
wrong or deficient contents. Such 
cases frequently occur, but under 
the existing law no correspondence 
can be returned to the sender with- 
out a warrant signed by the 
Governor. 

20. Clause 14 provides for the 
disposal of postal packets opened 
under the authority of sections 10, 
12 or 13. Subject to any regula- 
tions which may be made under 
the Ordinance, the Governor is 
given full discretion in this mat- 
ter. Subject to his direction, any 
postal packets required for any 

_ erifninal or forfeiture’ proceedings 
may be kept for that purpose. 
Subject to the above, the postal 
packet is to be forwarded to the 
addvessee if it can lawfully be so 
forwarded, and if it cannot be for- 
warded it is to be returned to the 
sender. 

21. Clause 15 applies sections 
12, 18 and 14 to all postal articles 
tendered to the post office whether 
such articles are ‘transmissible by 
post or not.

22, Section 30 of ‘the Post 


‘Office Ordinance, 1900, is defec- 
tive in that it.only requires “the 
‘first intimation” of the proposed 
‘despatch of a vessel to be given to 
the Postmaster General, When 
‘on owner has failed to give any 
intimation to the Postmaster Gen- 
‘eral it is not possible to exact any 
penalty unless the Postmaster 
General is in a position to prove 
‘that, some “intimation” had been 
‘given to someone else. This 
m»kes the section rather ‘useless 
‘in case of default. “Another dif- 
ficulty'in the section is that it is 
‘not very clear about the person 
on ‘whom the obligation . lies. 
‘Clause 17 of the ‘bill requires” 
“reasonable notice in writing :-in 


every case, and it particularises |-
